IN ESTILL COUNTY 



TWO OF LARGEST WELLS IN 
STATE IN NEW SECTION OF 
ESTILL COUNTY. 



Barbourx-ilie. Ky, June 25.— That 
gusher territory' is still plentiful in 
Kentucky's petrolgum fields is evidenc- 
ed by the large producers which have 
figured in late returns, some of these 
strikes being widely separated. Estill 
county during the past few days con- 
tributed two of the largest wells in the 
history' of the field, making 300 and 400 
barrels, respectively. These strikes 
opened additional extensions to that 
proline district. A more recent gusher 
was that drilled during the week In 
Barren -co, several miles in advance of 
the prox-en area- A teat at 200 feel 
yielded a showing for 100 barrels daily, 
the grade of petroleum being similar to 
that found In the contigU€>us field of 
Allen-co. Allen-oo. has furnished a 
numl>er of flowing wells during the pa*t 
three months and contains an exten- 
sive acreage which looks promising for 
additional large producers. 

The weekly record of completed work 
and new production in the Kentucky 
nelil.H continue* to «how an Increase, 
for some time tbe average dally yield 
iM'lng about SOO barrels. More rig* are 
In operation than ever before, the usual 
dearth In midsummer operations being 
nb*.ut this year. The entire fleld is 
now showing a monthly yield averag- 
ing .10.000 tMirrels, which is about twice 
the average output last year. 

The Estill field, now the main stem 
of the Kentucky petroleum Industry, 
led In completions Tor the past week, 
a total of eight new strikes being re- 
ported.

America closed to the man who 
rinks alcoholic liquors. This means 
iot only that the employee shall not 
Irink while on duty, but that he shall 
keep clean of all public drinking places 
while off duty. 

Leaders In this excommunication of 
• tin Barleycorn are the American rail 
..ads, which generally have adopted 
Rule G," the mightest blow yet deliv- 
ered at alcohol in industry. But the 
railroads are not standing alone. Other 
«reat industries have come to see that 
alcohol makes only for accidents. In- 
efficiency and waste. Workmen's 
'ompensation Laws in many states 
ave helped to open men's eyes, and 
business common sense is keeping 
them open. 

The employer baa no desire to med- 
dle unecesaary with the workman's 
liberty, but if this alleged liberty In- 
terferes with the conduct of the em- 
ployer's business, the output of bis es- 
tablishment, or the quality of his 
goods, he feels that something must 
necessarily be done about It, and done 
right away. Alcohol does all these 
things, and more — as Industrial lead- 
ers are finding out rapidly in these 
daya of scientific investigation. 

Gavs up Boose a nd Got a Raise 

Recognizing the loss in efficiency 
due to drinking, the Philadelphia 
Quartz Company waa prompted re- 
cently to conduct a pledge campaign 
among its workman. The men war* 
offered a ten percent increase If they 
would agree. In future, to use no liquor 
and hereafter to avoid places where 
it waa sold or dispensed. Ninety- 
nine per cent of the men were glad 
to make the promise. The manager 
of the plant it is only comr-on sense 
to believe that a strictly sober man 
is worth more to his employers. Also, 
the firm expects to be more than re- 
paidby the improvement In service 
it will get from sober workmen. 

Recently the Illinois Steel Company, 
in order to reduce Its accidents and 
indemnity losses. Installed in conspic- 
uous places throughout its works, 
electric signs asking this pointed 
question: 

'Did boose ever do you any good — 
help you get a better Job — contribute 
to the happiness of your family." 

Milk venders now make regular trips 
through the factory, supplying the 
men with a beverage better than beer. 
By an educational campaign, and by 
taking away one of the incentives 
for drinking, the company hopes to 
reform Its drinking workmen. Those 
who persist in drinking wUI lose their 
jobs. 

In our own country the subscription 
of benign beverages for boose has 
meet with much favor. This safety 
device waa adopted by Mr. Kalpli H. 
West, president of the West Steal 
Casting Company, of Cleveland. Ohio, 
who tells me that he has recently 
installed refrigerators In which to 
store milk for bis men. Many of the 
workmen now take -.rc.r lunch out of 
doors in the shade, instead of pursu- 
its' their original custom of indulging 
in a mad race for a saloon when the 
noon whistle blew. The firm supplies 
ice gratis. A pint of milk costs the 
men four cents. They pay this In 
checks purchased in quantity. 

Some drink not only their noon bot- 
tle, but order another for the mid- 
morning, or one to be drunk In the 
afternoon, during the heat of casting- 
time. Best of all, themen are finding 
that milk supplies an Invigorating 
and lasting strength, and they are 
realizing the immense benefit of this 
from "boose" to food. 

The big South Works Plsnt of the 
Illinois Steel Company recently estab- 
lished a number of milk stations for 
the purpose of weaning Its employees 
from beer. Jn less than six months 
these stations were selling fourteen 
hundred quarts of milk a day. Four- 
teen saloons in the immediate neigu- 
1 -' si were forced to go out of bus- 
iness for lack' of trade. 

One thing that has stirred business 
concerns into active warfare against 
liquor is the rapid increase of Stats 
Compeussticn Laws. If an employer 
to be held liable for the death or 
injury of any of his employees, whist 
at work, he la going to see to It that 
all removable causes of death and in- 
Jury are eliminated.

Faced by demands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional burden in transportation costs of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 

With these employes, whose efficient service it acknowledged, the railroadi 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by such 
a public body. 

Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 

The formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlement of 
the controversy it as follows: 

"Our conference blrc drmonstr«ted th«l we cannot harmonize out differences of opinion and ihil eventually the 
mitten in controversy mutt be pawed upos hy other and disinterested ageociee Therefore, we ptopoae that your 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disputed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
I. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of lit 
accumulated information bearing oo railwav conditions and its control of the revenue of the ra.leaya. is in a posi- 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenue 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be |ust and 
reasonable; or, in the even I the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premise*, 
that we jointly request Congress to late such action as may be accessary to enable the Commission to csasidcr and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved ; or 

I. By arbitration i. accordance with the provisions of the Federal law" (The Newlands Act). 

Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 

Leaden of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 
York, June 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employe! are now voting on the quettion whether 
authority shall be given thete leaden to declare a nation-wide strike.
